Communism in Mexico

There are increasing signs that resentment and resistance to
the spread of Communism in Mexico is increasing. The latest evi-
dence of this trend was the resignation of former President Lazaro
Cardenas from his Federal Government job as executive director
of a hydro-electric frrigation project,

Former President Cardenas is acknowledged to be one of the
most. powerful politiclans in Mexico, and it is sald by many that
his endorsement 1s necessary for electbon to many Federal Jobs,

s Though Cardenas resigned hisg Job in anger, and though he
declined to giva specific reasons for his resignation, it was obvious
that he was embittered by recent attacks on the Mexlcan press,

The press has, criticized his role in the burlal of a Communist
official recently, especially a pleture taken and distributed wldely'
which shows Cardenas standing beside the coffin draped with the
Communist flag. Cardenas' support of Guatemalan pro-Communist
leader, Col. Jacobs A, Guzman, who has now been ousted, also

aroused resentment in Mexico,

In US. circles there has been concern ahout Communist ac:
tlvity in Mexico for some time now. The Mexicans are always
subject to antl.American propaganda, the United States having
won the last war fought against Mexico and having acquired
Mexican territory as a result. (There was trouble with Mexico
along the border as recently as early in this century,) =

However, Cardenas and othep apparent Communist sympa-
thizers appear to have overstepped themselves, It becomes obvious
that the majority of Mexicans and the majority of Mexican news-
papers are not willing to support Communists in their various re.

sentments of the United States.

The resignation of Cardenas is an encouraging sign, which
may mark the turning point in the growth of Communist influence
in Mexico, If this is true, it js clearly a significant development,
for one need not be a genlus to realize what a Communist Mexico
would mean on the southern borders of this country,

treats them as such, The law
does much to make surc that
children have a chance to grow
up into healthy, educated adults,
For as adults, they must carry
on our government, industry,
and business,

Under the law, a father has a
duty to support his minor chil-
dren, even though the parents
are divorced, and cither or both
have married again,

For example, take John
Smith, When he and his wife
Susan were divorced, the court
ordered John to pay Susan $100

each month to support their
children,

John pald each month for a
year, Then he heard that Susan
had marrled aln, So he quit,
Officers arrested *him on a
charge of desorting his children,
& crime punishable by imprison.
ment,

John protested to his lawyer
that hig former wife had mar
ried again. His children had a
new father. Bo he no longer

owed a duty to the children,
The lawyer told John he was
still the children's father and he
was responsible: for their
fare, at least until the gtepfath.
aror some one else should adopt
them, or urMil they became of
age. But so long as Susan's sec.

ond husband had not adopted
the children, John had to pay to
support them, The court could
send him to Jjail for falling to
obey the court order, Even with-
out a court order, John could go

ment of Support Act, It aims to
enforce both the clvil and erim.

“Why ‘can’t we govern our-
selves?”’ was a question 1
heard from both sides, That's
what mjade the desperate
seven and a half year war
so futile. Non-communists on
both sides wanted the same

Your
money, given to ‘“missions,”
represents your own work,
your own energy and earning.

In that portable form it be-
comes part (for instance) of the
salary of a young man and
his wife who are missionaries
in Korea or some other coun-
try, They may be evangelistic
missionaries, preaching ser-
mons you could never preach,
They may be medical mission.

Whatever
they are, they are where they
are, doing what they do, be-
cause of the gifts you and
others have: given through the
church, Your personality, with-
out those gifts, would be tled
down to your little Main Street;

selves, They are stunted be:
cause they tend to shrink more
and more into themselves,
Stingness If left alone will coy-
er up a man's soul as with a
thick layer of cobwebs till the
soul ca, scarcely breathe, The
stingy man ends by being
stingy even with himself, He
becomes a miser, Money comes
to be the only thing in the
world for him, He began by
not feeling the needs of others,
he ends by not feeling even his
own, He will go without much
that he needs because even
spending money (to say noth:
ing of giving) hurts him to the
bone, He Is stunted because he
finally loses resemblance to a
regular human being and be-
comes no more than a slightly
animated piggy-bank, You can
put money into him but you
can't shake it out,

U. 8, French Military
Personalities, Clash

Bvents that led to the
French defeat in Indo-China
were in part outlined in our
two previous columns, Even
as late as last spring, Indo-
China could have been saved
it the French made a deter-
mined effort to win; fivst, by
offering independence and sec-
ond, by use of the regular
French army and U, 8. ad-
vice to save the country for
the people, Instead the gal
lantry at Dien Bien Phu was
sabotaged by defeatism in Pa.
rls, This was not the brave
French effort I had seen In
Korea,

Lieutenant General John
(Iron Mike) O'Daniel, whom
I have known for some years
as a Rotarian friend in the
Honolulu Rotary Club, ar-
rived In Indo-China last spring
to help the French put out the
fire,” In spite of denlals from the
State Department and Penta-
gon, Iron Mike, could not get
to first base In his efforts to
whip up a strong Vietnamese
army, as General Van Fleet
did with the Koreans in the
last stages of the war,

Geheral O'Daniel willing-
ly gave up one of hig three
stars to be of lower rank than
General Henri Hugene-Navarre,
the mch commander-in.chief,
A prominent Frenchman re-
vealed in Saigon that the
French just wouldn't listen to
Iron Mike, first, because they'd
rather lose the war than have
the Americans succeed where
they have failed . . . and sec-
ond, they're afrald of a strong
Vietnamese army, for it wiil
weaken their hold on all Indo-
China,

In war, as over the eonfer-
ence table, personalities play
a dominant part. General O
Daniel and General Navarre
Just never hit it off. Navarre
was a stern recluse who made
few public appearances and
never mixed even with his of-
ficers, He was in French In.
telligence for so long he would
not even trust his own mother,

On the other hand, General
O'Daniel was a hale and hearty
man, with an affinity for good
food and drinks, The two got
together only when protocol de-
manded it, or when U, 8, aid
was at stake, Iron Mike was
bogged down In Saigon just as
MacArthur wag with some of
our allies in Korea,

Korea and Indo-China
Different

A French officer 1 had pre-
viously met in Korea told me
on the Cambodla border that
the French high command did
not realize that the Vietna-
mege were far different from
the Koreans in fighting spir.
it. “The Korcans," he salid,
have a fighting leader in
Byngman Rhee, They were pa-
triots defending thelr country,
The Vietnamese had no leader

and nothing to fight for, By
what streteh of the Imagina
tlon did they expect the Viet.
namese to respect,Bao Dal as
the Koreans Dr, Rhee?"
Another French officer sald
to me: “Bao Daj spends most

ed it,

A Reporter's Eye-Witneis
Conclusions

Without political or diplomatic
expediency, here are somi
final conclusions on the Fre il
and the free world's defea: in
Indo-China:

1. Most of Ho Chi Minh'
Communist and non-Comnun
ist supporters were conviroed
they were fighting for fide
pendence,

2. Even the non-Commuls!
supporteps seemed convirceq
that the U. 8, was supporiing
France for continuation of co
lonial empire.

8. The French-made deals v. ith
known Communists 1like Ho
Chi Minh to safeguard t ol
colonial interests, not the in
h}r(-sts of the Indo-Chinese jeco
ple.

4. The French inexcusall
neglected to train a Viefna
mese army, The officers wore
mostly French, and there worc
not enough to go around, W.en
officers were Killed, or on ¢lck
leave, the Vietnamese were of
ten without leadership.

5. The Bao Dai governmont
failed to remedy the abuse:
of the landlords and the m.|r°
ers, There was no land tenne
reform unti] the closing diys
of the war, but even then no
means of implementation, "'he
Viet-Minh galned many sup
porters from such abuses,

There was no similaiity
to the war in Korea, excpt
that both were Communist in
spired, The war in Indo-Chn.
was a colonial war, The joo
ple wanted freedom, not in o1
ference from the United .ia
tions or the United Stat s
When things got too hot for
France, they began calling it
a “Communist war,” which \as
only partly true, By avoldng
the real issue of colonialim
the French not only fool:d
themselves, but set back th«
free world's effort in Asla
perhaps for generations.

Last summer one wealhy
Frenchman in Salgon, Indif.o
ent to the killing not farawy
put it to me this way: “If I
Communists win, I can alw
retire to Nice,” French cour
age died with French gallin
try at Dien Bien Phu,
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
